'A ID 3 nd CACK P.U3Y, and tho fact that the direction which ccv.TtlD 
too!: from his ro 3 idcnca u? to ths time of his apprehension was in 
direct line with the res id one a of JACK RUBY. KIISROUGH further 
nnintod out the coincidence that tho residence of General ZBXT2 A. 

MRL :ca, Who had been fired upon in April, 1963, by an unknown sniper, 
vao only six blocks away from tho V^gas club. 

Hr. SARD sd vised that this nap vao furnished to him by * 
XIK5RQUSH as it appeared to hold some interest at that tina and 
ho subsequently furnished this map to Mr. E3R3DP.T J. MILLER, 

Attorney General in C.crgs of the Criminal Division, United States 
Dcpartnsnt of Justice, who woe visiting in Dallas following the 
assassination. 

Mr. VU.IO advieod further that KI2GROUGH visited him on 
several other occasions with different theories regarding the as- 
sassination end a possible conspiracy and, on Hay 19, 10S4, XI 3 ROUGH 
aqain visited WARD'S office and furnished him v;ith a typewritten, 
five -page list of the names and oddrossss compiled by iai3R0UGH 
through a search of city directories and telephone directories, 
showing cloco proximity of residences, both past and present, of 
many .individuals who have been, in ono way or another, connected 
with the assassination investigation. 

WARD stated that, upon perusal of this material, ha did 
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not pis ca too much stock in KIMBROUGH ' s conspiracy theory but, 
inasmuch os Kir 3 ROUGH had indicated thi3 information night bo 
of value to the Fed oral Bureau of Inveotigaticn, he thought he 
would oaviso this Bureau for whatever investigation might ba 
considered pertinent. 
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
